The Name: PHILA-MOBILE is 
an abbreviation for ‘‘Philatelic-Auto- 
mobile.” Philately is the universally 
adopted word meaning: “Collecting 
of Postage Stamps.” The name orig- 
inates from the Greek word “philos,” 
meaning “lover,” “collector” in a 
larger sense, and ‘“‘telos,” meaning 
sign, tax, “stamps” in a_ broader 
meaning. 

The Size: This marvel of 20th 
century progress in philately and au- 
tomobile-designing is 30 ft. long, 8 ft. 
wide, and 10 ft. 6 in. high. It is built 
like a Pullman car and fitted to trav- 
el the highways and by-ways. Not a 
single nail was used in its construc- 
t'on, but to give an idea of its solid- 
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chairs, radio and carpeted floors. 

The next room contains the kit- 
chen, with a modern 2 burner gas 
range and oven, ice-box, sink with 
hot and cold running water, storage 
space to hold provisions for a month 
and drawer space for dishes, pots and 
pans, eating and cooking utensils, the 
motor, as well as the driver’s seat, and 
room for two spare bunks if neces- 
sary. 

For ventilation the “Phila-Mo- 
bile” has 12 windows which provide 
plenty of light and give full vision. 
Still there is enough room to enter- 
tain as many as 12 people at a time.

Viewing the rather complicated 
multiplicity of issues of more recent 
years it is hard to realize that up to 
live such a thing as an 
OHIO stamp tax was unknown, yet 
such is the case for it was not until 
Sept. | of 1931 that the first CIG- 
ARETE stamps placed in

There has been considerable varia- 
tion in the cigarette stamps due, we 
are told, to contracts for their pro- 
duction being let to different firms, 
some in Ohio, some elsewhere. Most 
ot these variations are minor and 
have to do with the paper and ‘“‘wat- 
ermarks’ and are rather tedious to 
follow with the exception of the re- 
engraved of 1933 in which the inner 
curved line enclosing the central 
landscape “impinges” on the colorless 
line over CENTS. For authority for 
the use of this term see note in 
Scott’s above U. S. No. 282 and va- 
rieties. Peculiar also to this set. is 
the plural form in the | cent value. 

Next came the 2 cent BEER 











stamp so soon followed by a lowering 
of rate resulting in the neat little pro- 
visional | cent, once in the sheet we 
believe with level serif instead of 
slanting, and still rarer-doubled. The 
BARREL BEER 10,50 and $1 in 
pleasing design and colors were, we 
believe, in use less than a month 
when withdrawn and with the ex- 
ception of the 10 cent surcharged for 
use on MALT; rare both ways, in- 
triguing and desirable. Strangely the 
awkwardly expressed 10% of taxable 
base WINE stamps were mostly used 
for beer, the high values—10% of 
$3.15, $6.25 and $12.50 being only 
usable on beer as they are rated for 
'g, '4 and ™%_ barrels—exclusively 
beer containers. After three years of 
such use, stamps are being introduced 
for beer more appropriately worded. 

‘Then there are the BOTTLED 
BEVERAGE stamps in different 
dies, produced by different firms con- 
currently. Some of these are issued in 
perforated sheets, some imperforate, 
and some sold die cut only by the 
thousand. 





The COSMETIC stamps carrying) 


a 10% tax were in use less than a 
vear and a half, having been super- 
ceded by the General Sales Tax. 





While all values up to $1 were issued 
on white paper, but five values, we 
believe appeared on the gray safety 
paper at the time of their demise. 

This exhausts the space at our dis- 
posal for this issue, but look to our 
next appearance for a list of the new 
and in some cases startling Ohio tax 
stamps now coming into use.

A Few Minutes with the Editor 


THe Army-Navy STAMPS 


The Oregon stamp will be out of 
the way and past history within a few 
days now and collectors can get 
set to make the grade with the com- 
ing Army-Navy set which will trickle 
out in pairs beginning August Ist. 

Just 30 cents face value will cover 
the set and if you must have them in 
blocks of four they will still be in 
reach of all collectors. Of course the 
man who wants to lay away a hun- 
dred sheets can have some kick about 
digging up the money but that is not 
stamp collecting and we stamp collec- 
tors should worry about his trouble. 

Whether favoritism will play a 
part in the issue of these stamps is 
something that only time can tell. 
Will residents in the neighborhood of 
Annapolis insist on using only Navy 
stamps and likewise will those sit- 
uated near West Point and other 
Army centers “walk a mile” for an 
Army stamp. 

It might be possible to overcome 
such a situation by making these 
stamps in sheets showing alternate 
Army and ‘Navy stamps in the sheet, 
thus forcing the use of both kinds. 

Should such a plan be adopted we 
can imagine what a sale there would 
be for four cent stamps in the south 
where the Southern Colonels would 
all want the Robert E. Lee and 
Thomas J. Jackson stamps.
